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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Objections 

1. Claims 22-23 are objected to because of the following informalities: Regarding claim 22, 
line 5 of the claim "wit" should be changed to —with—. Appropriate correction is required. 

Additionally, it is noted that the original claims were 1-20. No claim 21 was presented al 
all. The new claims should have been started form claim 21, and not 22. Correction in this 
matter is also required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 22-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kistler U.S. 
Patent Number 4,996,882. 

Regarding claim 22, Kistler discloses a strain sensor with features of the claimed 
invention including a base member with notches in the side of it by removed material from its 
sides (see figure 1), with plurality of strain gauges (elements 32 and 34) and means for 
connections (elements 6). 

Regarding claim 23, the cited load cell can be applied to any desired structure such as a 

chain. 
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Regarding claim 24, the notches are curved. In addition, the load cell comprises a base 
member and a central strain member (see col. 3, line 22). 

Regarding claim 25, one strain gauge (element 30) is perpendicular to the length of the 
load cell body. 

Regarding claim 26, the reference shows conntecting means to the top and the bottom 
(elements 6). 

Regarding claim 27, generally strain gauges are combined to make a bridge in order to 
provide usable signal (see col. 5, line 10). 

Regarding claim 28 all the strain gauges are similar, therefore producing similar signals. 

Response to Amendment 

4. Applicant's amendment and arguments filed 3/28/05 have been fully considered but they 

are moot in view of the new ground of rejection. It appears the cited art teaches all aspect of the 
invention, i.e., a load cell with notches on the side and having plurality of stain gauges.
